‘The prisonor, on’ boing asked what ho 
had to say why sentence should not bo 
passed’sn him, said ho had no intoution of 
taking the watch. Ho thonght-he might got 
into trouble, being in, the man’s company, 
if the watch was lost, so:ho took care of it, 
Caldwoll had daimcd him as bis friend, 
otherwise .ho would not have interfered. 
Tixs two soldiors: knew what ho had dono. 
He had known thom for soveral wooks, in 
fact bajhad taken them on board tho ship 
he left-and had shown them all round, 

Wia Lordship—I cannot: conceive any 
ronson why thesa two’. goldiors and tho, 
Ingpoctor should come and say what is 
untcvie, If you had taken tho watch to 
keop it safe, the proper course would have 
juen to hava handed it up at tha’ Police 
Station. It is impossible to think that you 
did not know what the Inspector was search 
ing the soldiera for.

THY SHANGHAI CHAMBER OF 
CUMMEROK, 

The Shanghai Courier of the 18th instant 
gives tho following summary of the meeting 
of the Shanghai Chusnber of Commerce :— 
The anunal moetiny of the membors of the 
Shanghai Chauher: of Commerce was held 
this afternoon, Contrary te the experience 
of tho last few years 4 quornm of members 
assembled with commendable punctuality, 
though the business to bo transacted was 
moro or lesa of a purely formal character. 
Mr J. G. Purdon, the Chairman of the Coun- 
cil, presided, and there were present Mcssre 
i. A. Luvers, A. G. Word, P, BE. Haskell, 
J. M, Ringer, J. Welch, G, H. Wheeler, W. 
Brand, A. R. Hearn, N. A. Siebs, W. C, 
Ward, A. J. M. Invorarity, J. Arranger, 
A. Hortz, Carl Jantzen, M. Moses, J. H. 
Allen, Q. Hotiiday, oud J..K. Marei 
‘The Chairman briefly referred to the aub- 
jocta that had engaged the uttoution of the 
Chamber, during tha year, the currespou- 
donce in relation to whieh bas nearly: all 
buon published, and thon ho bemoaned the 
decreasing income from the Chamber's 
circular, pointing ont,that stops were: to be 
taken to increase its wsefulness. The im- 
provement, we gather from the report, is to 
take placa after the ond of, this month, 
when Mr Poter Maclean's circular ceases, 
But the Committee express doubts : that 
even with the additional information a 
sufficient number of enpics can be “disposed 
‘of to cover the oxtra expense and leaves 
surplus, To obtain: this result’ it will bo 
necessary for more uiembers to subscribe, 
and also for many present  sub- 
actibers to increase the quantity taken. 
Tho sug ‘estion is also made to abolish the 
coustom of giving six copies gratis to each 
mompboer of the Chamber. « The report was 
formally adopted, as wore also the accounts, 
The accounts evuked some discussion. - The 
expenditure for the year exceeded the in- 
some by Tis, 612, and there was 4 deficit 
of Tis, 63.23 from 3885, makioy the loss 
‘Ts. 675.87, which. however, the Chamber 
wns able to meet by the receipt fram the 
Municipal Council of Tis, 719.46, exponses 
of the public meeting during the war scaro, 
80 that there waa & balance tu the good on 
the lst January 1887, of. Tla. 43.59, A 
reduction of expensos was deemed 
advisable, .bnt “0 one could suggest 
a astitiefactory weans to this end. It 
was suggested that tho Chambor should 
obtain cheaper premises, but Mr’ Purdon 
explained that this could nut be done, He 
mentionetl the alternative of increasing the 
subscription, but the fear. was expressed 
that this would result-in a loss of membors, 
and the matter droppel without-any definite 
‘lines of cconomy being decidod upou. Tea 
gentlemen had signified’ their willingness to 
serve on the Committee during the year. 
This waa just the number required: and 
they wero formally elected, -Ttey were 
Mesers. J. G. Purdon, Cecil Holliday, 
G, Jantzen, H. A. Jofeph, J. J. Kes"
